Some fears were felt last night that 
there would be trouble either then or 
this morning. The town was full of 
rough-looking strangers, who leunged 
about the streets, lolled on dry goods 
boxes, leaned up against posts and 
otherwise conducted themselves like a 
typical toiler who is ever realy to 
stand in for any excitement from an 
eleemosynary drink up to xriot. The 
streets were well patrolled by members 
of the Safety Committee and the reg- 
ular officers. Had there been any at- 


tempt at a disturbance it would have 
been very quickly knocked on the 
head or shot out of existence. It was 
expected that the ‘‘workingmen” 
would hold a meeting as that. mos! 
active of anti-coolieites, Wellman, was

TOO MANY TRANPS. 


Citizens Meet to Abate the Nuisance 


+ 


A Gathering of Representative RKeno- 
ites To-day —Sume Strictures Upon 
Town and County, Officers—No More 
Foolishness to be Allowed. 


Ever since the news of the incen- 
diary meeting of Sunday night last 
has been sent abroad tramps have been 
flocking into town, hoping to pick up 
plunder in the riot they have naturally 
hoped to see happen. Last night 
members of the Safety Committee 
patrolling. the streets gave about a 
dozen bad characters sharp notice to 
leave town, among them Jack Weiss, 
the young tough who was discharged 
yesterday in Justice Richardson's 
court on a charge of having garroted 
aman. This same Weiss, watchman 
Ross informed a GAZETTE reporter on 
Monday, had fired Chinatuwn. Watch- 
man Ross had seen him do it, and 
told the reporter Weiss was iu jail for 
it. Suffering from a plethora of such 
toughs as Weiss, (and such watchmen 
as Russ who was not, it seems, arrested 
for arson), the best citizens of Reno 
held a meeting at the Academy of 
Mucic to-day, to see what could be 


done to protect the town. The citi- 
zens are getting somewhat weary of 
marching around all night to save 
their property from cbieves and _fire- 
bugs, and are desirous that the officers 
who are paid to do that work should 
attend to it. 


THE MEETING 
was organized by the election of Frank 
Bell to the chair. Then there was a 


pause, owing to the non:arrival. of 


some Citizens who were expected, and 


C. C. Powning snggested that those 
present (nearly a hundred), should 
proceed to business. 

W. R. Chamberlain said that it 
seemed to be the opinion of observing 
citizens that we are getting a large 
addition to our tramp element. He 
understood it was the object of this 
meeting to get rid of the tramps in 
the easiest and most rapid way. That 
pleased him, but even for so worthy 
in object he did not think it would be 
well to go outside of the law. By 
doing so the citizens would place them- 
selves in the same position as the class 
f men they had been watching and 
bucking against for the past few days. 
He did not think public sentiment 
vould approve ot any measure of that 
sort. There, seemed, however, to be 
. lack of vigilance on the part of our 
officers, both town and county. They 
needed to be stirred up toa sense of 
‘heir duty. He moved, therefore, 
t at a formal demand (not a request) 
bs made upon our ofticers to arrest 
every man who had no visible means 
of support, and, upon conviction these 
fellows should be made to work and to 
sleep in the jail at night. 

Mr. Powning seconded the motion, 
and offered an amendment that a com- 
‘nittee of tive be appointed to visit 
the officers and insist upon this action 

J. C. Lewis opposed. the motion. 
The officers should do their duty with- 
out : ny insisting. 

Mr. Clhiamberlaim could see no way 
2xcept that which he had suggested. 
‘xcept the formation of a vigilance 
amimittee, and he didn’t think the 


town was prepared for anything of 


~hac-sort. The Governor was her 
umong us, and he had no discretion in 
uch premises. He must put his foot 
lown upon it. Such a step would 
out. the respectable citizens in pre- 
‘isely the same. position as the men 
who had been recently disturbing the 


town, although the object were ia | 


praiseworthy one. 

Mr. Lewis was and ever had been 
opposed to mob law, but the citizen- 
had a right to appoint a committee to 
request the Sheriff to deputise any 
number of persons to aid him in keep- 
ing the peace, and the citizens had a 
right to raise money to pay these dep- 
uties. He thought immediate action 
was Decessary and that there was no 
use to try experiments. No sugges- 
tions to the officers could be stronger 
than their oaths of office. 

Judge Webster agreed with Mr. 
Chamberlain. Officers are, in the 
nature of things, apt to become tardy 
and negligent, and a committee repr: - 
senting the substantial citizens of tle 
community could do much to awaken 
them to a more active discharge of 
their duties. If the officers should 
prove to be unable to deal with the 
tr-inp problem, then the citizens could 
act for themselves on the principle 
that self-preservation is the first law 
of nature. 


THE DISTRICT ATTORNEY 


entered the hall at this juncture and 
the chairman stated to him the object 
of the meeting. Mr. Cain said that 
Virginia, Gold Hill, Carson and towns 
of California could send us tramps 
faster than we conld dispose of them. 


To take the preper course of law in 
disposing of them would bankrupt any 
county. They demand jury trials, 
juries are tender hearted and the law 
is loose. They generally escaped. 
There was complaint from the citizens 
that taxes are too high. However, if 
the community was willing to to bear 
the expense he would go ahead and 
prosecute. But there was always talk 
of making business for the sake of fees. 

Mr. Chamberlain didn’t think there 


was. anything in the tender-hearted 
jury plea. There were lots of hard- 
hearted citizens who would serve as 
jurors willingly just about this time. 
As for the expense, he was a tax-payer 
and was quite willing to bear his share 
of the expense. 

Judge Webster had never heard the 
people complain about legitimate fees. 
It was only about expenses outside the 
law that they growled about. They 
would back up the District Attorney 
in the discharge of his duty. 

Mr. Waldo spvke of the number of 
men to be found sleeping in box cars, 
out-houses and _haystacks. These 
should be given a place to sleep where 
there wus no danger of fire. There 
should be no great difficulty in con- 
victing them as vagrants, and when 
convicted they should be ornamented 
with a ball and chain. 

Dr. Hutchins was in favor of -deal- 
ing also with well-dressed bummers. 
He had seen many of them about town 
at all hours of the day and night. He 
presumed they were hangers-on. of 
houses of prostitution. There was an- 
other class, of which the fellow who 
recently ran a lottery on our streets 
with the sule of soap as an excuse, who 
shonld be attended to, 

United States Attorney Varian ob- 


spoken before him seemed to agree 
upon the nature of the evil to be com- 
batted. There also seemed to be an 
impression that the officers should deal 
with it. But this was an emergency. 
Hundreds of objectionable persons 
were infesting the community. and the 
force of officers had not been increased. 
He suggested that a committee of from 
twelve to twenty prominent citizens 
be appointed, with instructions from 
the meeting to take notice of these 
objectionable characters, and to make 
complaint of them to. the District At- 
torney, and have warrants i-sued. for 
their arrest. [It wouldn’t do to wait 
for an officer to swear to the com- 
plait. 

The District Attorney thought this 
suggestion hit the nul mght. on the 


ij head.. Let the citizens come forward 


and -make comphaint. About - the 
police court it was freely said that 
there are three or four white mey who 
could throw a flood of light upon the 
firing of Chinatown, but they hold 
back. 

Judge Gilson said that men arrested 
under the Vagrancy Act are not usu- 
ally the sort that care about going to 
jail. ‘Whe Sheriff has power to pu 
them in the chain gang. Those who 
have friends wiil pay their fines under, 
these circumstances, and those whe 
haven't will get a lesson that will keep 
them from returning to Reno. 

Ike Chamberlain had a full knowl. 
edge of how prisoners were treated at 
the jail. Those who were taken out 
to work and didn’t like it could run 
away. They usually preferred to dy 
the light labor required, and return at 
night to enjoy the good grub and com- 
fortable lodging provided. They were 
fed quite as well as anybody. 

Mr. Varian wanted to know if there 
was any law compelling prisoners in 
the county jail to live on roast beef. 

Mr. Chamberlain.was not aware of 
any such legal outrage, but he knew 
that they were treated altogether too 
well, | 

W. R. Chamberlain had observed 
that in the treatment of prisoners 
sentences of the Justice were aito 
gether too light, and that the Sheriff 
ind Constable treated the prisoners as 
if they were pets more than anything 
else. 


THE RESULT. 
After some more discussion a com- 
mittee was appointed to demand of 
the officers of the’ law a more ener- 
vetic discharge of their duty in respect 


of vagrants. The committee was also 
instructed to keep an-eye out for bad 
' characters, dnd to cause complaints to 


then be seen-that the arrested. parties 
vere vigorously prosecuted. The meet- 
ing then adjourned.

Chinamen Bombarding a Residence on 
Lake Street. 


The Chinamen dewn by the river 
between the two bridges have an un- 
pleasant habit of indulging in pistol 
practice, using the houses across the 
strean as targets.

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Sad Railroad Accident. 

A dispatch from Pittsburg, Pa., 
dated the 6th instant, states that the 
fast line on the Pittsburg, Cincinnati
